The facts as shown by the tax dupli­ 
cate show however the follow ing : 
Total tax paid last year on 819 acres, 
valued at $11,580, w ith $350 improve­ 
ments and $1040 personal or tota l of 
$12,970, less a mortgage ex emption of 
$700, lea ving $12,270, which at the 
rate of $1.38 made $163.19. 
In 1903 Mr. Alger had acquired 60 
more acre© of land in J ackson tow n­ 
ship and asked for no mortgage ex em p­ 
tion so that he paid on 379 acres, valued 
a t $15,820, improvements, $560, person­ 
al $650, a total of $17,030, which at the 
rate of $1.42 amounted to $241.83 in ­ 
cluding a road tax of $23.73 or $218.

Had Mr. Alger taken a d­ 
vantage of the mortgage ex emption as 
he did the year before, and paid on 
the 319 acres as before, it would have 
made his tax es $42.82 less.

$4760 worth of property more than the 
year before. 


On the city property the county tax 
last year was $30.38, on a va lua tion of 
$2095, and this year $36.92 on a va lua ­ 
tion of $2445—$355 richer in the city.

St. Petersburg, March 19.—A cor­ 
respondent who has Just visited Port 
Arthur, telegraphs from Mukden as 
follows: 
“ Despite the various bom­ 
bardments at Port Arthur the ex ternal 
a spect of the city remains unchanged 
although the enemy fired an enormous 
number of projectiles. 
The marine 
monsters in The harbor look like enor­ 
mous black hulls and the battleships 
and cruisers bear the marks of the 
fighting. 
The black clouds of smoke 
from their stacks overhang the town. 
The cruiser Pallada stands almost 
ready in the dock. 
“ Near the entrance of the harbor 
can be seen the charred wrecks of the 
J apanese flreships 
Aboard one of 
the farthest out was found the body 
of a J apanese officer who had shot 
him self 
Beside him lay a chart show­ 
ing the course of th© fireships and the 
spot where- they sank.
